What is 7" 
representing (i.e. "or", "and", "and/or")? Please clarify. In line 5, the phrase 
"connected/coupled" is not clear on its meaning. What is 7" representing? In line 6, the 
phrase "the two resonators" should be changed to - the first and second resonators -. 
In line 14, the phrase "the alignment angle" should be changed to - an alignment angle 
-. In lines 15-16, the phrase "the alignment angle" should be changed to - an 
alignment angle --. In line 18, what is the word "it" referring to? In lines 23-24, the 
phrase "the alignment/strength" is not clear on its meaning. What is 7" representing? In 
line 30, the phrase "the acceleration" should be changed to - an acceleration --. 

In claim 7, line 4, the phrase "in the form" should be changed to - in a form -. In 
line 7, the phrase "the deflections" should be changed to - deflections --. In line 18, the 
phrase "rotation rate/acceleration" is not clear on its meaning. What is 7" representing? 
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In line 19, the phrase "the in-phase deflection component/antiphase deflection 
component" is not clear on its meaning. What is 7" representing?

3. Claims 1-2, 7 and 9 are allowable over the prior art of record.
